REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

5. The sole base claim of the application is claim 1. It can be summarized as 
follows: 

Claim 1 covers a method for lowering the adhesion of a trehalose solution 
comprising the step, while concentrating the solution with heat, of either: 

(1 ) heating the solution to a temperature of 165 degrees or higher to reduce the 
moisture content to 2.4 wt% or less, or 
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(2) incorporating into the solution a substance capable of lowering its adhesion, 
which substance is selected from the group consisting of: lipids, carbohydrates, 
saccharine, polyalcohols and emulsifiers. 

6. The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest methods having all of the features 
of claim 1 .
